Judge Estee Defines Harbor Rights
as Laid Out by Secretary
of War,

Judge Estee yesterday granted the
temporary injunction prayed for by the

Oahu Railway & Land Company re-

connecting with & public read running
along the pPoperty of sald complainant;
that =ald wharf has not yet been com-
pleted: that the early completion of sald
wharf ls necessary for the accommoda-
tienn of the commerce of =ald harbor,

land that It !s the intentlon of this de-

fendant to extend the sameé S0 as 10 con-
necy with the shore ap sald public road
as soon as possible after the completion
of so much of sald wharf as is necessary
:for immediate use.

Thay the bridge or wharf referred to In
plalntif's complaint is & temporary ap-

:
preach leading from Queen street, a pub-

¢ highway, up to the line of the sald
proposed wharf, and Is necessary for use
in the convenient construction of said
wharf as In the uvse of said wharf for
commerce, pending connection of said
wharf with the shore aforesaid.

That at the time plaintiff's compizint
hereln was filed this defendant was ab-
sent from Honolulu, being on the Island
of Hawall: that he returned to Honolulu
on the morning of this 26th day of No-
vember, 1901. That the sald bridge or ap-
proach, the construction of which plain-
t'ff seeks to enjoin, was substantially
completed prior to this defendant’s re-
turn to Honolulu, the same having been
completed and ready for use for the pur-
poses for which is was constructed.

This defendant further shows that said
bridge or approach has been constructed
over shallow water, about 3% feet distant
from the line of complainant’'s property;
that the water intervening belween com-
plalnant's said property and said bridge
or approach Is navigable only by sm all
vessels such as scows and rowboats; that
the navigation of Honolulu Harbor un-
derneath and shorewards from  sald
| bridge or approach is not obstructed by
the ercction therecof Inasmuch as the
piles which support sald approach are

stralnlng Supt. Boyd and Cotton Broth-
ers from further work on the
Hackfeld wharf approach. The hearing
for a permanent injunction will come
up Saturday morning, and in the mean-
time the defendants are not permitted
to do any further work upon the ap-
proaches to the wharf. As to the whar!
proper, the Injunction does not lle as
long as the contractors keep on ter-
ritorial ground, and gdo not infringe up-
on the harbor lines as deliminated by
the Secretary of War. Inasmuch as the
approach was completed before the in-
junction papers were served, the re-
stralning order will be of little value,

as it has been the intention of the Pub-
llc Works Department to remove this
approach as soon as the approach to be
built at the lumber yard is completed.
Such was the statement of Mr. Boyd
but Mr. Hatch, who appeared for the
complainants was Inclined to be skepti-
cal.

He did not believe that the contrac-
tors were driving eighty foot plling with
copper sheathing with any intention of
removing them again.

Deputy Attorney General Catheart
and A. C. M. Robertson appeared In
behalf of Supt. Boyd and Cotton Bros.
and flled affidavits from both of the
defendants. The aflidavit of Contractor
Cotton differed from that of Mr. Boyd
fn that It related -that the work was
completed before he had been served
with the notice of the sult,

Supt. Boyd in his affidavit alleges:

TEMPORARY INJUNCTION.

Now comes James H, Boyd, Superin-
tendent of Publlc Works for the Terri-
tory of Hawall, and for cause why the
temporary Injunetion prayed for by the
sald compltinant should not be Issued,
shows as follows:

That he I8 the duly qualified and acting
Superintendent of Public Works for the
Territory of Hawall; that sometime prior
to the filing of the complaint here in his
aforesald official capacity, this defendant
made arrangements with Cotton BEroth-
ers and Company, defendants herein, to
erect a public wharf near the northern
portion of the Harbor of Honolulu, near
the property of the sald Oahu Rallway
ang Land Company, and within the har-
bor line alleged to have been established
by the Secretary of War; that according
to the plans for sald wharf the same was
to have no connection with the shore for
the Immedlate present, aslthough It was
the intention of this derendant to wulti-
mately extend the same to the shore,

Judge Estee was Inclined to allow the
petition for temporary injunction, and
i the defendants did not contest this very
| strenuously as the work which the In-
junction was to restrain has already
| been completed.
| **There is no denial here that the
| whar? is within the lines deliminated
by the Secretary of War,' said Judge
Estee. "If the Superintendent of Pub-
lic Works has gone within those lines,
there is nothing for the court to do but
grant the Injunction. As the court un-
derstands it, any obstruction within the
harbor lines i{s a trespass, and no citi-
zen can infringe upon the order of the
Secretary of War."

Mr, Robertson contended that no in-
dividual could seek redress In injunc-
tion, unless specific damage was shown,
and that the only way such order
should Issue was upon the application
of the Attorney General of the United
States. He stated that there was no
need of a temporary injunction, as the
work which plaintiff sought to stop had
already been accomplished.

“1f it is admitted that the Secrelary
of War has the right to fix the har-
bor limits,” said the court, “and that
he has fixed such limits neither the
Territory or any citizen has a-right to
infringe on commerce by the obstruc-
tion of the harbor In any manner. If
it Is true that defendant has cut off
the harbor, there iIs no question about
it being wrong.”

“We admit that this approach has
been built," replied Mr. Robertson, “but
contend that this complainant has no
standing in this court. To enjoin the
construction of the wharf{ special dam-
age must be shown, apart from that
done the public.”

*“No showing has been made against
the Issuance of thls injunction,” replied
Mr. Hatch., *“They say that the ap-
proach is only temporary, thereby ad-
mitting that they have no right of law
to be there, even Iif our only access to
deep water is by small boats, there i8
yet a showing of damage. An individ-
ua! is not compelled to walt until the
Federal authorities act, before injury
to it can be stopped. Particularly Is
this so, because of our isolated posi-
tion."

The court apparently favoring the is-
suance of a temporary restraining or-
der, Mr. Robertson called attention to
the demurrer flled by him last week,
and asked leave to argue It. In the de-
murrer to the petition it Is alleged:

1. That it appears In and by =sala bill
that said plaint!ff has not stateg such a
cause as entitles It to the rellef thereln
prayed for, nor any rellef from or
against these defendants,

% That enough does not sappear upon
the face of sald bill to show the Jurisdic-
tion of this honorable court of this sult,
by rea=zon of any alleged Injury to sald
plainti® or by reason of any Federal
question belng Involved.

Mr. Robertson also called attention
to the fact that the complainant did not
allege the necessary amount of dam-
age, $£2.000, to be entitled to a hearing
in the United States court. Mr. Hatch
followed and had not conciuded his ar-
gument when the court announced that
no further showing was necessary. He
fssued a temporary injunction and set
the hearing for a permanent order for
Saturday morning. The plaintiff gave
bond in the sum of $1,500. Judge Estee
in issulng the order stated that no one
had a right to infringe on the harbor as
delineated by the Secretary of War-

The work on the wharf proper wlil
not be stopped because of the tem-
porary injunctlon, as the suit has to do
only with the bullding of the Queen
street approach,

feel certain that those who take oleas-
ure [n riding bicyecles or driving horses
would be willing to contribute this
much toward securing the speedway.
In fact, it has been suggested that
ladies who drive form an auxiliary club
and help the matter along. There are
a large number of ladies in Honolulu
who are experienced horsewomen and
there I8 no reason why they should not
take an Interest in the matter. I am
told theres are 7,000 bicycles being rid-
den in Honolulu and perhaps about half
ns many horses being driven. Surely
from all these ample support should be
secured.

“Another suggestion which has been
handed in to us is that the school chil-
dren take a hand in the matter by
planting many of the trees, in honor of
their Arbor Day.

“The boulevard propositlon was out-
lined in a conversation between Ned
Macfarlane, Robert Shingle, Mr. Eakin
and a number of others who are fond of
horseflash, and Macfarlane suggested
that an attempt be made to construct
a drive straight out to Diamond Head
by way of Kapiolanl Park.
